the charges, by having the meat in­ 
spector make false reports on 
the 
condition of cattle. The amount of 
money involved was not mentioned. 
Six meat inspectors have been in­ 
volved in the alleged 
conspiracy, 
the indictment set forth, but 
only 
McMahon w as named.

through the testimony of Arch

Kelso, and Jam es A. Sullivan, two

The amount of 
money involved was not mentioned.
